Russian who has at any time incurred 
the displeasure of the Caar,and fled to 
Ametica {0 escape the punishment of his 
fault, and again seeks to itiväde the 
sacred precincts of his native land, per- 
haps to see a much-loved relative. A'l 
such, unless naturalized citizens of Amer- 
ica, stand but a poor.chance of returning 
alive. Each and dil the Russians in the 
places named have sotn€ spétial gHev- 
ance, and in most cases their histories, 
while exceedingly sad, are also very ro- 
mahtic: 

No Russian rociety has as yet been 
formed here, but one is i in course of pro- 
under. the 
auepices cf the powerful writer, who calls 
himself Stepniak, who will make his first 
bow to the people of New York som 
time during the month of September. It 
isaleo designed to start a Russian paper, 
with the object of britigihg together and 
increasing the s.rength of the Russian 
people here. This paper, which is in- 
tended to do so much good, will be called 
Kolokolo (The Bell). Emigration from 
Russia has Jately increased about 100 per 
cent., and many more are expected. 
Nearly 200 new arrivals have come un- 
der my own persona! observation during 
the p: tyearin the city of New York 
alone. 

The purpose of the society Ìn course of 

formation will be to aid newly arrived 
Roesians. Many land here not knowing 
a word of the English language, having 
no trade and no money, All such who 
are deserving will be assisted and placed 
in positions, in furtherance of their ad- 
vancement that they may in the course 
of time become acquainted with the hab- 
its and customs of Americans, and later 
on true and loyel citizens of the Ameri- 
can republic. 
_ In former times postal communication 
with Russia wa3 very difficult, a: all let- 
ters passing through the post offices were 
opened by: officials appointed for the pur- 
pose, and in many cases money transmit- 
ted through the post found its way into 
the rapacious pockéts of these same of- 
ficials, while the letters were consigned 
tothe flames. 

But now all is changed. It is an old 
saying, but true. “That never was law 
made yet that a horse and cart could not 
pass through.” The saying holds good 
in this’ casé'}as in many others, for, 
postal station erected on the Russian 
boundary a corresponding. station goes 
up just inside the boundary line of the 
country nearest the last stat‘on, so that 
friends can address letters, say, to a sta- 
tion on the frontiers of Austria or Prus- 
sia and have them secretly conveyed 
across tho line to the persons for whom 
they were intended. The establishment 
of these contraband stations bas caused 
great rejoicing throughout the ntry, 
as all Russians doc ned to exile in a 
foreign land can now hold communica- 
tion with their loved ones at hdme. 


to express they joy at the ree 
ly received of the establishmeptt of these 
stienen: The Erincesa Tarikánowa is a 
fame a whe figured in the annals of 
a. history, and who suffered a hor- 

ible death at the bands ofthe’ Russian 
government. This beautiful princess was 
‘continued to the fortress of St. Peter and 
St: Paul, situated on an island in the riv- 
er Neva. She was placedin an under- 
ground cell. Her offense was not suffi- 
cient to br'ng her to trial, but placed -her 
entirely in the power of the czar, who in 
her case became both judge and jury, and 
wantonly condemned her to an ignom- 
inona deat!: for some slight political- of- 
fense. The means of death employed, 
horrible +» relate, was to open the sluices 
leading to her ynderground prison, and 
have the noxious waters, laden with ro- 
dents, gradnally submerge her -r stil

deavoring to shoot his own shadow. Ths 
last picture, owing to the subject, h- 
bronght-the princess world wide fame. 
Ather reception on Madison square;

Russian lady, Maria Ivanovna- Dobrolu- 
bof. She isa near relative of the: cele- 
brated writer of the same name, who 
died of consumption. contracted- during 
long years of imprisonment. ` He was a 
liberal cuntribntor to the columr 7-of the 
Sovremiennik, g jourtidl published’ in St. 
Petersburg, and fending to promulgate 
liberal ideas- - Maria Dobroluboffis's fine 
conversationalist, and as a member ofthe 
Nihilistic has performed some very 
remarkablé wotk: A woman of Hurcu- 
lean build, her mind is in pfopation to 
her size. Like the princess she is: fair, 
with hair not quite so beautiful, eyes . of 
a lighter blue, and a very majestic figure. 
She is capable of great endurance, as her 
exploits hävë shown; In 1875 she was 
chosen by the Nihilists of $t. Petersburg 
to proceed to the provinces, and by in- 
gtatiating herself with the peasant y, 
spread broadcast the liberal ider : of their 
party. She was only 16 when chosen 
for this important work. Disguised as a 
peasant she proceeded to the Proyiuce of 
Saratov, #hefe, by appearing es one of 
the people, she gained an intfoduction to 
their homes. This province isinhabited 
principally by the Starovers, or men of 
the old faith, meaning those who refuse 
to acknowledge allegiance to the Czar. 
They are asa rule wealthy, and willing 
to employ their means in defense of 
their faith. Ìt Was among these people 
Maria Dobroluboff labored for some time 
and with signal success. She worked 
with the women, and assisted in all their 
household duties, even to the washing of 
their clothes. Many persons are con- 
stantly passiig tp and down the river 
Volga, which runs through the Province 
of Saratov’ Some ofthese she waylaid, 
and by her wonderful powers of magne- 
tism completely won them over to her 
cause. So widespread had become her 
infinence that she was finally placed un- 
der police surveillance. She continued for 
some time longef to secretly win over 
converts to her cruse, unti' in 1877, she 
was arrested and brought to St. Peters- 
burg, and, after remaining for some t ne 
in prison, she was exiled.to Archangel, 
where, by her fascinating manner and 
beautiful voice, she made many friends 
for herself. She supported herself by 
giving lessons in sing:ng. A.er zemain- 
ing about two years, she fortunately 
made the acquaintance of a Dutch fam- 
ily, one of whose members we: a captain 
owning a small vessel trading to foreign 
ports. This man, fescinated by her 
charms, agteed to assist ber to escape. 
She laughingly informed. the Governor 
of Archangle of her intentions, but he, 
while knowing her to be a brave and 
fearless woman, did not beiieve she 
would so openly avow her: purpose if 
the slightest chance of suc- 
ceeding. By this means she diverted 
suspicion from herself At midnight 
soon after she was rowed out to the 
Dutch vessel and taken on board.. By 6 
o’clock next morning she was well out to 
sea, 3. free woman. Such is the preyioi 
history of Maria Dobroluboff, Having 
figured so largely in the exploits o* the 
Nihilists, sheis well known to evei; 
Russian resident of this city. She‘:now 
studyinz.stenography and typewriting, 
with the intention of becom’ng a. corres- 
pondent of one of our noted city papers. 
Eleua Aphanalsievna Pavioff' anoth- 


er noted Russian lady at p-esent sdjourn- 
ing in New York. While a yery beauti- 
fal woman she is of an entirely different 
type to the other two, being small and 
dark, nith extremely beautiful, languid 
dark eyes. She is quick in her move- 
ments, yet withal very graceful. She 
comes from one of the oldest Russian 
families, who have signalized themselves 
by many acts of bravery. While dress- 
ing ve: plainly every garment worn is 
exquisitely harmonious as to style and 
color. Sbeis a fine linguist. Besides 
her native language she speaks German, 
French, Italian and English fluently. 
She was born in Moscow, and was chosen

She is a woman of 
great determination, and is anxiously 
awaiting the escape of her husband from 
exile. -She is the possessor of some very 
fine diamonds, principa” y heirlooms in 
her family. which is a very old one, 
dating back some centuries, Her rela- 
tives have all been true and loyal sub- 
jects of the Czara. She is the only mem- 
of her family who has become s convert 
to Nihilism, consequently. her: people 
have little sympathy with her in her af- 
fliction. 

Another lady, not so fortunate as her 
predecessors, is Parr-kovias Osipovna 
Saburoff, She has sti aggled among the 
citizens of New York for some years sup- 
porting hetself by doing embroider, and 
giving lessons in French to the German 
residenis, for which she °: but poorly 
paid. Her grèat drawback to a better 
social standing is her lack of knowledge 
of the English language, which has nev- 
er been able to overcome. In her own 
country she was one of its shining lights, 
her father being a general in the army 
and the descendant of a vei,’ old family. 
Reverses overtook themand the valra- 
ble estate which had been in possession 
of the family for many generations 
passed into the hands of usurers and 
father and daughter were thrown on the 
world penniless. It was then they first 
openly acknowledged their pr‘nciples: 
Fntrammtmelled by the cares of their 
estate, they were free as thu birds of the

Friends provided thém with mney and 
they started for America, but the father 
did not live to see the shores of the beau- 
tiful land, but died while crossing the 
Atlantic, and his daughter was left to 
face alone an entrance into a strange 
land, among a strange people without 
money, home or frien : She fortunately, 
in addition to having a perfect. knowl- 
edge of French, knew. something of Ger- 
man, hence her employment by German 
people. While not possessing much of 
this world’s wealth, she ishappy in her 
new home. 

Prince Ivan Andrievitz Labanoff is a 
gentleman frequently to be seen at the 
receptions mentioned. Heis a very i ll 
man, standing some inches over six feet. 
He is exceedingly wealthy, and is here 
for a period of two years to study Ameri- 
can methods of agriculture and get an in- 
site into the machinery used. He is 
from the Province of Kherkoff, and 
speaks English fluently. While not 
openly avowing Nibilistic principles, he 
is yet in sympathy with the movements. 
Prince Stepan Philipovitz Oniegin is a 
native of Moscow, and made his escape 
from the Russian army, whe-e he held 
the position of c.ptain. He has but 
lately arrived, and cannot speak a word 
of English. He has- been reduced to 
the necessity of learning a trade, and has 
chosen tailoring.

There are many others of whom I will 
speak at some future time, but as my 
space is limited I will proceed ta describe 
some of the Russians. who have been, es- 
tablished here for many years, and are 
well known residents ot New York. The 
first who presents himself'to my mind is, 
Mr. G. Von Lanbe; who in’ the place” ‘of 
Mr. is entitled tothe prefix of Baron; be- 
ing the descenbant of two ‘illustrious 
families, but Mr. Von ‘Laube’ is chiefly 
noted for his great learning and scholarly 
attainments, and for the boom he has 
conferred on’ New York by the establish- 
ment of his Tool Horse and Fitting 
School. He was the first promoter of the 
principles which goverrthe school, and

his arduous ` undertaking... Like 
most Russians., he is tall, snd 
very fine looking, and has the’ dash and 
go which insures success in life. Hede- 
clines to serve under the -government of 
his country owing to the treatment his 
father received. Like many other noble 
characters, he was,exiled-to Siberia and 
soon died. Mr. Von Lanbe while hold- 
ing very liberal views on all subjects, yet 
cannot be classed as a Nihilist. Dr. 
Neftel is another old-established resi- 
dent. Me controls an extensive practice. 
His wife, also a Russian, is a fine linguist 
His son, a graduate of Columbia College, 
has a place of business down town, and 
is very successful as s mining engineer. 
Another Russian, by name Falkenstein, 
is a reporter òn the Times staff. He isa 
very intelligent man, and has occupied 
his present position for some time, Blut- 
neroff is a Russian of considerable prom- 
inence. He keeps a restanrant in the 
business portion of the city. Shevitch, 
the editor of the Laden, is a very hand- 
some man, and well known in New York. 
He comes from a very fine Russian fami-

We needa commercial telegraph office 
inthe central portion of our town. I 
think wecan safely say that this town has 
poorer telegraph favilities than any other 
town on the peninsula or in the state for 
the amount of business done. We have 
one operator located a full half mile from 
the central portion of the towns who 
gives to commercial business the balance 
ofthe time during the day after trans- 
acting the railroad company’s business. 

It is next to impossible to-get a mes- 
sage off from the office after 8 o'clock p. 
m., although one pays extra for it. 

Last Monday evening the correspon- 
dents here of the several daily papers 
thought they had secured the services of 
the operator to send off their accounts of 
the Jackson reception. After hunting 
every nook and corner for him in the 
town, and waiting beyond all reasonable 
time, they were compelled to take their 
messages to Delmar and have them sent 
from there.

Electric Lights. 

Mr. Wm. 8. Heger, of the Edison. Elec- 
tric Light Company, of Wilmington, Del., 
was in town last Thursday, making pre- 
parations.for his Electric light enterprise.

BALTIMORE, Avg. 4.—Fire broke out 
this morning in the extensive cracker 
bakery of James D. Mason & Sons, on 
Pratt street hear Light, which was en- 
tirely destroyed, with all- its contents 
and machinery §Jtextended on the right 
to.the double building occupied by Hen- 
derson, Laws & Co., cracker, cake and 
candy factory, which was also destroyed. 
William Schulte, foreman of engine Ne. 
12, was on one of the lower floors when 
the upper floors fell in and he was buried 
beneath the ruins and killed. His body 
has not yet been recovered. Chief Engi- 
neer. Hennick of the fire department was 
on the same floor and was seriously in- 
jured. -His death is feared. 

The flames continued to spread on the 
right to the store warehouse of Lie- 
brandt, McDowell & Co., which was de- 
stroyed, and totheagricultural warehouse 
of E. Whitman & Sons, the upper part of 
which was.burned out. On the left of 
the building in which the fire originated 
the book and stationery store of T. New- 
ton Kurts & Son, containing a large stock, 
was burned, and all the upper floors of 
the grain and produce commiasion hanse 
of E. B. Owens & Co., were destroyed.

Cuestrnton, Ind., Aug. 1—The ex- 
citement in Chesterton over the West 
case 1s intense. Men express themselves 
as being ready for-any duty, Pious 
church people were heard to express 
themselves as being ready to pull a rope 
on West if the opportunity occurred.

The 
church has received a terrible set-back 
here. Many people have already ordered 
their names erased from the ‘church 
hooks. From morning until night throngs 
of excited people were tobe seen, and 
nothing was heard but the name of West. 
Deputy Prostcuting Attorney John H. 
Coniter has decided to send to Michigan 
City and Valparaiso, asking for at least 
500 men to make a search for West. There 
is no difficulty in raising men. Business 
is suspended, and a stranger stepping 
into Chesterton would think war times 
had returned.

A prohibition meeting was held at 
Mounta n Park, Wilkesbarre, Pa., Tues- 
day.

This committee 
did their work in_a creditable man- 
ner. The size of the cards as com- 
pleted are 34x39 respectively. Each is 
handsomely. framed with a bronze frame, 
mannfactured by Barl- of Philadelphia; 
and the inacFiption Wis ateviited by Mr. 
A. T, Lynch an expert and artistic pen- 
man of the same city. It is afine piece 
of work and speaks itself of the ability 
ofthe man who designed and executed 
it. :

Ohio road near Washington, D. C.. The 
following is a short account of it : 

“The St. Louis, Chicago and Cincinnati 
express, of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company, due from the West at 
Washington city at 6:20 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning, was completely wrecked 
on the north branch of the “Y,” about a 
mile distant from the company’s depot. 
The engineer was fatally injured, and 
died within two hours after the acc*dent. 
The fireman was seriously hurt, as was 
also a messenger in asignal tower. Both 
are ina critical condition. Three pas- 
sengers were seriouly wounded, and sev- 
enteen were slightly hurt. The train 
consisted of locomotive 806, two baggage 
cars, one mail car, one freight car, two 
sleepers and two coaches. Fifty-five 
pessengers were òn board at the time. 
The casualty resulted from the failure of 
the air-break to work as the train was 
descending the grade gnto Washington 
and it jumped the track just as it entered 
the beginning of the “Y.” The finan- 
cia! loss is estimated at $50,000.”

Special to the Baltimore Sun from 
Wyoming, Delaware, says: “The 
peach season has fairly opened here. 
The Delaware Fruit Exchange is hand- 
ling most of the fruit broughthere. The 
late fruit is ripening prematurely and 
hence the season will be very short. 
The prices Monday and Tuesday were 
good, although the fruit is nothing to 
boast of. It sold from 50 cents to $1.25 
a basket Tuesday morning, and several 
orchards have been sold, both of white 
and yellow fruit, at 75 cents a basket 
as the peaches were on the trees. This 
is considered a good bargain, in yiew of 
the quality of the fruit. The wet, murky 
weather of the past month is what in. 
jured the quality of the peach, which is 
usually very soft, and not able to stand 
transportation as formerly. The present 


weather is capital, but it came too late to | you very Low Prices. 


save the quality of the Delaware peach. 
One great cause of the fruit ripening 
prematurely is believed to be the yel- 
lows Orchards that a year ago contain- 
ed two or three sickly trees, whose leaves 
yellowed before it was time for it, this 
summer show the work of the blight all | 
over. There are orchards in this neigh- | 
borhhood in which one-third of the trese 
are turning yellow already, and these 
trees will never bear again. Wyoming 
is having {the experience which Dover 
had only a few years ago; Middletown, 
still further north, a few years before 
Dover, and Delaware City, north of Mid- 
letown, had a good many years ago. 

The pest Delaware fruit this year is | 
said to be shipped at Georgetown, Sussex | 
county, where peach-growing has joa} 
been begun. The Exchange is handling | 
the fruit at Georgetown, and good prices, 
running from 40 cents to $1.50 a basket, 
haye been realized. Entire orchards 
have been sold from 75 to 85 cents a 
basket.”
